Dallas, Tex., Aug. 30 (AP)—The 
bitterly contested race between Gov­ 
ernor Ross S. Sterling and Mrs. M ir­ 
iam A. (M a) Ferguson for the dem o­ 
cratic nom ination for governor re­ 
mained in doubt this morning’as the 
woman ex-governor w'ent 220 votes 
ahead of Sterling. 
After the advantage had changed 
four times, G overnor Sterling again 
went ahead of Mrs. Ferguson on the 
first tabulation of unofficial returns 
by the Texas election bureau M on­ 
day. 
Sterling held the lead throughout 
the day, although it dwindled after 
having reached 3,429. 
Then Mrs. Ferguson, aided by two 
corrections winch netted her 921 
votes and by gains in returns which 
continued to seep iii slowly, went 
ahead again. 
Fount of Vote to Date 
Tile bureau's figures from all 254 
counties, w ith 215 complete, gave: 
Ferguson, 472,701. 
Sterling, 472.481. 
Basing its figure on returns of the 
first prim ary, in which Mrs. Fergu­ 
son polled over 100,000 votes more 
than Sterling, the election bureau 
estim ated th a t about 15,000 votes 
were yet to be tabulated.

German Fascist Chief Lunches 
With Von Papen Hut Makes 
No Headway. 


Berlin, Aug. 30 (AP)—The im ­ 
peachment of President Von II in­ 
denters and the cabinet of Chan­ 
cellor Von Papen on charges that 
they had violated the constitution 
was demanded today by Clara Zet- 
kin, 75-year-old “grandmother of 
the German revolution" and a 
com iii uiiist leader, w hen in the 
capacity of senior member she 
opened the first session of the new 
reich* tag. 


Berlin, Aug. 30 (A P)—On the eve 
of the 
first session of the new 
reichstag, Chancellor Pram von P a ­ 
pon told Adolf H itler Monday th a t 
lie would not bt* perm itted to p a r­ 
ticipate in Hie government. 
H itler’s national socialists have 230 
seats in th e legislature, by far the 
strongest p arty representation. 
Be­ 
cause of this position of dominance, 
the nazi chieftain has been dem and­ 
ing leadership in tile government. 
H itler talked things over ut lunch­ 
eon w ith C hancellor von Papen and 
Defense M inister K urt con Schleich­ 
er. 
From a usually authoritative 
source the Associated Press learned 
the nazi leader was told it was too 
late to consider his proposal for p ar­ 
ticipation in the cabinet. The gov­ 
ernm ent surrounded the luncheon 
meeting w ith deepest secrecy.
